A situation exists in which the people of 
the Town of Wilmington face an extreme 
problem, in energy, this winter. Not only the 
residents, but also the businesses and the 
departments of the town are to be effected. 
To repeat, the situation is extreme. 


" What your town has done 


Wilmington’s Town Manager, in co- 
operation with the Board of Selectmen has: 

Ordered the reduction of temperatures in 
all town’ buildings, not to exceéd 68 degrees. 
In all unused spaces the temperatures are not 
to. exceed 50 degrees. Lighting in all public 
buildings has been reduced. The lights on all 
the tennis courts have been turned off. 

Gasoline is in short supply. In all 
departments, town employees and others are 
required to use town vehicles only when ab- 
‘solutely necessary. No town vehicles (except 
emergency vehicles, in actual use) will be 
allowed to exceed speed limits. 

No. 2 fuel oil is used in most of the 
buildings of Wilmington for heating purposes. 


Town of Wilmington

from your Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager 
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This is the same fuel that is used in the 
homes. 

The supplier, under contract to the town, 
has notified the town that it will receive only 
75%, in any month, of the amount purchased 
in the previous year, for the coming year. 

In November of 1972 the town purchased’ 
12,700 gallons of fuel oil. In November of 1973 
it is being allowed only 9,375 gallons for all 
buildings, schools included, 

* When the month’s allocation has been 
used, buildings will have to be closed. The 
last to be closed will be the two emergency 
buildings, i.e. the Police Station and the Fire 
Station. “ 


How Residents can save Energy 


Every individual citizen and resident of 
Wilmington faces a serious energy shortage 
this winter. This is a shortage that is likely to 
recur for several years. The prices of energy, 
in all forms, but particullarly in fuel oil, will 
rise steeply in the next few years. 


your oil or gas furnace cleaned and adjusted regularly. 
Air filters in forced hot air systems should be changed 
twice during the heating season and vacuumed each 
month. Vacuum and sweep ‘baseboard heaters to im- 
prove their efficiency. Replace valves in radiators 
that heat unevenly. 


2, Keep all heat vents and radiators unobstructed. 
Be sure not to block radiafors and hot air outlets with 
draperies and upholstered furniture. Leave clear 
paths so that heat may freely and evenly circulate 
throughout rooms in use. 

Placing aluminum foil behind radiators next to 
outside walls reflects heat back into rooms and 
reduces heat loss through walls. 


3. Balance heat properly amiong rooms. If one 
room is consistently too cold, learn to live with it. 
Overheating adjacent rooms to warm yp cold rooms is 
generally ineffective bg 
achieve a better ra hb 
rooms, adjust radiator valves or teduce the forced air 
flow from outlets in warm rooms. 

Substantial savings in fuel and money can result 
from reducing or shutting off heat in rooms your fami- 
ly can do without. Heat should also be reduced in 
frequently used entryways and vestibules. 

Better heat balance results from mounting ther- 
mostats on interior walls away from outlets and other, 
heat sources such as televisions and people 


4. Use storm windows, Storm windows and 
thermopane cut heat loss through windows by 50 per- 
cent, If you have storm windows, use them throughout 
the entire heating system. If you manage an apart- 
ment building with storm windows, urge your tenants 
to use them faithfully. Installation of storm windows 
now may be costly initially, but you will begin to 
realize savings almost immediately. 


5. Prevent air leakage through doors and win- 
dows. As much as 30 percent of your heating bill may 
be attributable to leaks and drafts from poorly sealed 
windows, doors, and flues. Caulk or weatherstrip 
leaking doors or windows. Sealing is especially helpful 
if you have no storm doors or windows. Keep fireplace 
flues closed when not in use. 


6. Seal air leaks in your basement or attic. A 
great deal of cold air may be leaking into your base- 
ment, particularly if you live in an older home. Caulk, 
weatherstrip, and fill holes to keep your basement as 
warm as possible. Since warm air and oil burn more 
efficiently, a warm:basement will help you sustain a 
desired upstairs temperature at a lower level of fuel 
consumption. In addition, a warmer basement means 
a warmer floor and, consequently, better heat dis- 
tribution and lower heating bills. 

If you have access to your attic, seal any air leaks 
around the roof. Weatherstrip your attic door and seal 
any spots through which hot air may escape into the at- 
tic. 


7. Draw draperies at night. Draperies, shades, 
and venetian blinds can provide insulation in much the 
same marmer as storm windows. They should always 
be closed at night. On windy, cloudless winter nights, 
radiational cooling is especially severe. 

Draperies should be open whenever the sun is 
shining in a window. The winter sun can provide a sur- 
prising degree of warmth; by utilizing its power, you 
can save appreciable amounts of fuel. 


8. Turn your thermostat down. Of all the 
measures you can take this Winter without spending a 
great deal’of time or money, wise use of your ther- 
mostat offers the greatest potential for savings. 

During a normal Massachusetts winter, turning 
your thermostat down only one degree will reduce 
energy consumption by 4.3 percent. The following 
table should help you in planning how much fuel and 
money you would like to save.

By turning your thermostat back only at night, you 
can still save a substantial amount of energy. A set- 
back of only ten degrees from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. should 


save single-family home-owners about 11 percent of 


their fuel. Apartments can realize substantial, though 
somewhat smaller, savings. Turn your thermostat 
down well before you go to bed. 

If you expect to be away from home for a few 
hours or more, turn down your thermostat then as 
well. ) 


, 9 Save hot water. Fix any leaking hot water 
faucet immediately. Even a small leak can increase 
your water heating bill significantly. If your hot water 
is warmer than necessary, adjust the temperature 
downward, Should you leave your home for more than 
a day, shut your water heater off. 

Take quick showers instead of long showers or 
baths. Use your clothes washer or. dishwasher only 
when you have a full load. Use the warm water setting, 
instead of the hot, whenever possible. 

10. Some DON'TS. Don’t heat your garage, 
playhouse, or other separate building. 

Avoid the use of portable electric heaters. Electric 
utilities will be hard-pressed to meet demand this 
winter and may not be able to handle the widespread 
use of this inefficient means of spaceheating. 
However, you should consider using an electric 
blanket particularly if its use enables you to keep your 
home several degrees cooler at night. 

Don't leave doors and windows open at any time 
during the heating season. 

Don't keep summer homes heated throughout the 
winter even at normal levels, Drain water pipes and 
heating systems and shut your cottage down for the 
bulk of the heating season. 


HOW YOU CAN CONSERVE 
ENERGY IN THE LONG RUN 


1.Install insulation. A new home should have a 
minimum of 3% inches of insulation in the walls and 6 
inches under the attic or roof. 

If a home under construction will have no base- 
ment, consider installing insulation under the floor. 

In a poorly insulated house,‘ the most valuable 
single home improvement from the point of view of 
energy conservation is likely to be the addition of in- 
sulation under the roof or on the attic floor. 

Improving the wall insulation in an existing 
building is usually more difficult than adding ceiling 
insulation. However, at least one of the available 
methods is likely to save you money in the long run. 
Check the costs for your particular house. 


2, Install storm windows or double pane glass. 
This energy conservation measure is sure to pay off in 
both new and existing homes, regardless of whether 
your home is well insulated or poorly insulated. Storm 
windows will save the same amount of heat, fuel and 
money in either case. 

If you are a tenant and your building has no storm 
windows, urge the owner to install them. If he pays for 
the heat, tell him that he will save money. If you pay 
for the heat, appeal to his better instin ts.

The Energy Crunch 
and MTA Buses 


Last weekend there was a threat, not 
because of the energy crunch but because of 
finances, to the MTA buses that run once an 
hour through Wilmington Square to the 
Tewksbury line. There was no money - that 
was the news - and the bus would have to 
discontinue its Sunday service as of 


‘one. 

Unfortunately the U.S. Government 
came through with an emergency grant of 
$4 millions, and the MTA buses will con- 
tinue as usual through December, until 
January 1, when there will be a new budget 
and new stims of money. 

That bus line which runs through 
Wilmington Square used to be privately 
owned. Somehow the Commonwealth, 
through what is now the MTA, bought it, 
and the people of Wilmington are com- 
mitted to the paying of over $100,000 a year 
for a bus’ that no one rides. The bus runs 
from Everett Station to the Tewksbury line. 

Sometimes there is a passenger, 
sometimes even two. More often than not, 
it is empty. Say there are half a dozen peo- 
ple who use it. 

The service, at least in Wilmington, 
parallels that of the old Boston and Maine, 
which is also an MTA operation. The two 
services, in 1972, cost the town $213,000 in 
subsidy to the MTA. 


Say $100,000 from the pockets of Wilmi 
gton taxpayers to pay for a bus that noone 
rides in. (Tewksbury taxpayers are lucky - 
somehow they do not have to pay the sub- 
sidy - and a private bus service runs 
through that town). 

‘The import of all this is that the people of 
Wilmington, paying $100,000 a year, will 
now have to pay more because of the 
epergy crunch. 

Instead the people of Wilmington should 
be buying Cadillacs. 

Yes, Cadillacs are more expensive than 
ordinary gas buggies to run. But the price 
has dropped, because of the energy crunch. 
A Cadillac that cost about $7500 a couple of 
weeks ago has suddenly become a ‘‘dog’’ - 
‘no one wants to buy it. It is said that $5500 
will pay for one. 

Let the people of Wilmington buy six 
Cadillacs, and throw in $100 a year for gas 
for each one and present these to the people 
who have been riding in the bus. 

Sounds crazy? 

It isn’t. It is a good deal. For less than 
$35,000 the six bus riders will be getting a 
service they never had before, and the peo- 
ple of Wilmington will be saving $65,000 a 
year - or more! 


Hydro Electric Power 


‘The Power Crunch is on. King Saud and 
his friends have the idea that by selling no 
oil to the United States - well everyone 
knows the story. 

There are a fel } 
remarked, where ejectric 
achieved, by hydro-electric means - like 
Niagara, Falls, for instance. In the city of 

Lowell, it is said, there are 21 sites for 
hydro-electric power, some still being in 
use. During the black-out of half a dozen 
years ago there were some mills in Lowell 
in which no one had to stop working, 
because of the local power supply. 

Are there any other places available? 

Historically, yes. There is Ballardvale, 
where the water of the Shawsheen River 
still drops about a dozen feet, and where 
there are active mills still running. There 
are still mills in Lawrence that use water 
power, and of course there are the Talbott 
Mills, in North Billerica. 

‘There are other sites, which can be men- 
tioned. 

In Tewksbury, 100 years ago, there was a 
mill on the Shawsheen River known as 
Burtts Mills. It was off Shawsheen Street, 
and northerly from Strongwater Brook. 
There would probably'be flood-plain trouble 
today, but with the expenditure of an un- 
known sum of money engineers might be 
able.to produce some electricity there. 

There was also a grist mill, in North 
Tewksbury, on Trull Brook, a Saw mill on 
Strongwater Brook, near Kendall Street, 
and, of course, the Pattenville Mill, which 
was really in Billerica. None of them would 
amount to much today. 

‘There is Foster's Pond, in Andover. It 
kept three generations of mills running, in 
the old days. It could keep a small 
generator going today, except during 
drought. 

Most of the old mill sites in Wilmington 
couldnot be used today. There are two with 
a little potential. 

Wilmington still owns millrights at the 
old Nod Mill, in North Wilmington. The 
rights have been carefully maintained, 
through a series of law suits. 

‘There isn’t much of a water fall there, but 
the Nod Mill site could produce a little 


pm ct 


hydro-electric power - perhaps enough to 
keep the Water Department of Wilmington 
going - the Brown’s Crossing Station, etc. 

‘Down in South Wilmington are two other’ 
dites-~ one of; them, brand new... 

"First, of course, is the old Clapp’s Mill, 
which is near the Garden of Eden Country 
Club. The Town Crier, some years ago, 
wrote extensively of this mill, and how it 
was used for many years. 

‘The actual dam, it has since been deter- 
mined, is in Burlington. It is still there. 
“The site for the millpond is still there, 

From the dam to Chestnut Street there is 
a drop of about 100 feet, maybe even 125. A 
flume or canal, carried out to Chestnut 
Street could give quite a potential for 
power, with that kind of water above the 
penstock of the mill. 

Of course, with the size of the stream in- 
volved, it really wouldn’t supply a terrific 
‘amount of power, but half a dozen homes 
could perhaps be kept warm, all winter 
with power from such a hydro-electric 
source. 

‘The best site, however, is Weeping Hill, 
in South Wilmington. 

Just think of it. a brand new site, with a 
lot of water to be used! Burlington pumps 
that water, 550,000,000 gallons, from the 
Shawsheen River and then it leaks through 
the nearby hills into Woburn and 
Wilmington - Wilmington’s site being, of 
course - Weeping Hill 

Let the Town of Wilmington put in a 
channel system, and a house for a 
generator, and put all that water that com- 
es leaking through to some good use. 

‘There is a firm here in Wilmington who is 
said to. have a lot of highly trained 
engineers sitting around doing nothing. Let 
them be put to work. 

Instead of flooding out half a dozen 
Wilmington homes have those engineers 
figure out a system to use hydro-electric 
power to heat those homes. 

Walter Rooney, for instance - instead of 
having 85,000 gallons of water flow through 
his yard every day could be having a few 
kilowatts of electricity flowing through 
electric radiators in his home. 

Wouldn't it be wonderful? 


Other Water Sites 


Other potential water power sites in
